Jet  Crash  Claims  42 

Thirty  Survive  Ordeal 


ROME,  (AP) — Forty-two  per- 
sons perished  Monday  in  an 
American  jet  liner  that  faltered 
on  takeoff,  smashed  into  a road 
grader  and  exploded. 

THIRTY  PRESONS  survived 
but  eight  were  in  critical  condit- 
ion. 

Aboard  the  Boeing  707  air. 
liner  were  55  passengers  and  a 
totaling  17.  Twenty-two  of  the 
passengers  were  employes  of 
TWA  and  their  dependents. 

The  survivors  including  22 
passengers  and  seven  crew  mem- 
bers. 

The  flight  was  TWA  800,  which 
originated  in  Kansas  City  and 
stopped  at  Chicago,  New  York, 
Paris  and  Milan  before  reaching 
Rome.  It  was  going  on  from  here 
to  Athens  and  Cairo. 

ITALIAN  CIVIL  aviation  of- 
ficials immediately  ordered  an  in- 
vestigation of  the  disaster.  But 
authorities  said  they  ruled  out 
sabotage. 

Airport  employes  and  passen- 
gers waiting  for  other  flights  in 
the  sprawling  modernistic  air 
terminal  at  Rome’s  seaside  Fium- 
aster  this  way: 

The  four-jet  plane  started 
down  the  main  runway  parallel 
to  the  sea.  It  gathered  speed,  then 
faltered.  Flames  erupted  from 
one  of  the  wheel  assemblies.

Delectable  In  Souffle,  Potatoes 


In  France  “souffler”  means  to 
puff  up,  or  to  whisper.  This  sou- 
ffle is  puffed  up  high,  light  as  a 
whisper.  You  start  with  a thick 
sauce  made  with  corn  starch,  and 
the  souffle  can  be  re-puffed  if 
you  need  to  hold  it  for  a late- 
coming  roommate. 


PREPARE  ONE  cup  of  thick 
white  sauce.  Melt  three  table- 
spoons margarine  in  saucepan ; 


POUR  MIXTURE  into  a greas- 
ed, two-quart,  heat-proof  casser. 
ole  or  souffle  dish.  Set  dish  in 
pan  of  hot  water,  place  in  350"  F. 
(moderate)  oven.  Bake  about  one 
hour,  or  until  souffle  is  puffed 
and  golden  brown.  Makes  four 
to  six  servings. 


To  re-puff  souffle:  set  casser- 
ole in  pan  of  hot  water.  Place  in 
350°  F.  oven  about  one-half 
hour,  or  until  souffle  re-puffs. 


PLACE  potatoes  on  squares  of 
aluminum  foil.  Cut  six  to  eight 
ounces  of  sharp  cheddar  cheese 
into  18  one-eighth-inch  slices  as 
long  as  the  potato  is  wide.  Insert 
a slice  in  each  wedge.  Top  with  a 
pat  of  butter  or  margarine.  Sprin- 
kle with  salt  and  white  pepper. 


Wrap  in  foil,  being  sure  to 
overlap  at  the  top  of  potato. 
Turn  up  ends  and  fold  against  po- 
tato. Bake  for  one  hour  at  350°  F.

Western  Michigan  University 
used  its  outstanding  depth  to  gal- 
lop to  an  easy  National  Colleg- 
iate Athletic  Association  cross 
country  championship  Monday  at 
East  Lansing,  Michigan. 

BYU  salvaged  a strong  fifth- 
place  finish  in  the  national  race 
with  a score  of  136.  Krenzer 
paced  the  Cougars,  finishing  13th. 

Western  Michigan’s  meet-win- 
ning score  was  83.  The  Broncos 
were  followed  by  Oregon  with 
116.  The  remaining  top  ten  fin- 
ishers in  order  were  Ohio,  Notre 
Dame,  BYU,  Georgetown,  Miami 
of  Ohio,  Houston,  Kansas,  and 
Air  Force. 

ELMER  BANTON  of  Ohio  Un- 
iversity won  the  individual  hon- 
ors at  the  26th  annual  NCAA 
cross  country  run.  Banton,  a 
slightly  built  junior,  covered  the 
course  in  19:37.5  minutes.  He  let 
all  the  way  and  finished  a good 
75  yards  ahead  of  his  nearest 
opponent. 

Banton  was  followed  by  Bill 
Clark  of  Notre  Dame.  In  third 
place  for  individual  honors  over 
the  four-mile  course  was  Jim 
Murphy  of  the  Air  Force  Acad- 
emy. 

SINCE  THE  course  has  been 
changed  from  last  year,  the  time 
automatically  established  a new 
record.  The  fastest  time  ever  for 
the  meet  was  12:12.3  by  Max  Tru- 
ex  of  Southern  Cal  in  1957. 

Western  Michigan  was  consid- 


ered as  only  a dark  horse  at  best 
by  national  experts.  The  high 
finish  by  BYU  surprised  a num- 
ber of  writers.  On  the  whole, 
however,  all  top  ten  finishers 
were  considered  overland  run- 
ning powerhouses  and  each  could 
easily  have  taken  victory  honors. 

WMU'S  WIN  was  the  first 
NCAA  championship  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  school.  The  race  was 
run  on  the  level  golf  course  of 
Michigan  State  University. 

BYU  used  Dick  Krenzer,  Bob 
Delaney,  Martin  Cooley,  Darryl 
Beardall,  Ray  Barrus,  Ron  Mor- 
gan, and  Gene  Cummings  in  the 
East  Lansing  competition.  These 
men  used  100  percent  team  ef- 
fort this  year  in  attaining  the 
success  they  have  made. 

This  Saturday  the  Cat  Har- 
riers will  travel  to  Palo  Alto, 


Calif,  to  compete  in  the  West 
Coast  cross  country  champion- 
ships. Oregon,  San  Jose  State, 
San  Diego  State,  and  hosts  Stan- 
ford will  be  the  Cougar’s  tough- 
est competition.
